Perhaps it was because they were 
taken so seriously that they sticceeded in obtaining so much public 
support. “More laughter and less bitterness might have so 

the necessary ‘answer tq the folly that has been ours. Outsiders 
appear to be able, to laughs the self-exalted out of countenance. and 
to chuckle at our discomfiture, 

Humour, of the right kind’is, of course, a gift not given 
to many who follow thetpen. A survey of the work turned out by 
the daily and weekly papers (except when the odd cartoon on one,of 
our most prominent public men appears) discloses the real lack of its 
saving grace, : } 
Had the late Robert C. (Bob) Edwards, editor of the Cal- 
gary Eye Opener, been alive in these days, the opportunities (for 
nim) to display his most unusual talents would have been almost 
heavenly. We certainly miss-men with such gifts, but it is, per- 
haps, not too late, even yet, to start laughing instead or arguing.

At any rate Captain Archibald H.M, Ramsay and sev- 
enty other Members of Parliament have seen fit to present to Sir 
Samuel Hoare, the Home Secretary. an application to have the meet- 
ing or meetings prohibitd. As was only to be expected Sir Samuel 
refused, because he personally deplored their teachings, he had not 
the power to prohibit the meetings and if it was conducted. orderly, 
to do so would, in his opinion, be contrary to “a long and cherished 
tradition of liberty and toleration which in these times it is more 
than ever important to maintain.” 

Freedom of meeting and speech has long been the corn- 
erstone of British Democracy. “The Soap Box Orator” and “The 
Rabble Rouser” are allowed to blow off steam as a safety measure. 
provided only that order is maintained and the Royal Family left 
out of the discussion. As a result the emotions of the multitudes 
are not so easily stirred for they have been for generations accustom- 
ed to “words which set fire to men and things. ” 

) Probably after a few more years experience with our 
contemporary rabble rousers and mob physchologists, we in Alberta 
may be able, as they appeet to be in Britain, to judge these men and 
their utterances from the workings of the mind and not from the im- 
pulses of the heart. We would do well to remember always, that 
when the heart decides reason flies out of the window.
